Palmer, his roommate and fellow-jur- 
or, as a blind and then had wrenched 
a staple from the transom and es 
caped. 
In the morning Palmer nudged the 
d tu r^v . expec.ing to arouse Waldron, 
and when he discovered his absence 
gave the alanin. 
Domestic troubles 
have been worrying Waldron, slid it 
is believed caused him to escape.

While he wras 
a 
revolutionist 
he 
was ready to take advantage of ev­ 
ery kind of aid and comfort and re­ 
fuge he could find on the American 
tide of the Rio Grande. For a long 
time his headquarters was in Texas 
and most of the counsels and orders 
cl the revolutionists, up to the cap­ 
ture of ^aurez, came from this side 
cf the line. 
Not only were various places in 
Texas and New Mexico harbors for 
tho revolutionary plotters and their 
munitions of war, but Americans by 
the hundreds were induced by the 
promise of large 
rewards 
to aid 
them In their war against the gov­ 
ernment. How much more of 
this 
would have been done but 
for the 
mobolizing of our army on the bor­ 
der it would be hard to tell. 
Now Madero is in power, 
and a 
number of leading Mexicans, not at 
all satisfied with him, 
are making 
the same kind of conspiracy against 
him as he did against Diaz, 
using, 
cs he did, the refuge 
of a friendly 
nation as a cloak. And the same Ma­ 
dero who so shamelessly used this 
friendly cloak 
is 
now' practically 
calling on our government to put a 
stop to the same thing when others 
are doing it.

But now, for some 
reason, all three have turned against 
him, and are ready to see him over 
thrown.

rnd less patriotic bands.

Long after 
the war, as an agent of the Equitable 
Life Assurance society, he raided a
